AUTHORITY OF CHIEF JUSTICE 


Kaiser Instructs Hig Agente in Samoa 


to Withdraw from the Stand They 
Have Taken in to the su- 


preme Court—Mataafa Discouraged 
by the News—Provisional Govern- 
‘ment Not a Success—King Malietoa 
Tanus Gaining Ground. 
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Apia, Samoa, Feb. 22, via San Francisco, 
Cal., March 8.—The German Consul has re- 
ceived a cable from Germany directing him 
to recognize the authority of Chief Justice 
Chambers and to withdraw from the stand 
he and Dr. Raffel had taken in regard to 
the Supreme Court. 

This news has discouraged Mataafa, and 
in addition the United States Consul has 

written him to the effect that, notwithstand- 
ing rumors around Apia, the United States 
has not recognized Mataafa as King. 

In addition to these disquieting facts 
Mataafa has had a little trouble with the 
British warship Porpoise. The Porpoise, 
after matters had settled down in Apia, went 
for a cruise around the group. When it 

(returned Captain Sturdee found no natives 
came near his ship and that a taboo had been 
declared against the vessel. He at once 
sent a note to the provincial government de- 
manding an apology and a withdrawal of the 
boycott. To this Dr. Raffel, as executive 
head, replied the boycott was not against 
the manrof-war, but against the Chief Jus- 
tice, who was a guest on board. 

A still sharper note was sent by Captain

Mataafa Not a Success. 

‘The provincial government under Mataafa 
has not been a success. The natives of 
Tutuila have declared in favor of Tanus, and 
the deported chiefs are having a pleasant 
picnic among friends. Malietoa seems to be 
gaining strength every day, and several of 
Mataafa’s chief adherents have gone over 
to his side. There are not much more than 
one-half the people on Mataafa's side, and it 
is doubtful if more than one-third of the 
population are his active suporters. 

Among the British and Americans here it 
is not seen how the powers can act in any 
other way than to stand by Tanus as King. 
It is argued that if they do not, they de- 
liberately break the Berlin treaty and cast

“ Everything is perfectly quiet there now,” 
he said, or was when I left. The Mataafa 
government is recognized by the representa- 
tives of the three treaty powers as the pro- 
visional government and has the support of 
at least nine-tenths of the native population 
and a majority of the foreign population. 
This status, there is every reason to believe, 
will remain until the three treaty powers 
examine into the matter and come to a de- 
cision. 

Offers to Protect Chambers. 

“The first friction between the German 
Consul and the British and American Con- 
sul arose Dec. 26, when, there was a rumor 
that the house of the Chief Justice would be 
destroyed. The German Consul declined to 
raise the official German flag over the Chief 
Justice’s house because it was so far inland 
he could not protect it from the German war 
vessel in the harbor, nor could the Captain 
of that German war vessel protect it. 

“ He did, however, send an unofficial Ger- 
man flag, such as is used on German mer- 
chant marine, and an official note offering 
the Chief Justice the protection of the Ger- 
man consulate, Which is near the beach, and 
where it could be protected by the German 
war vessel. 

“The event proved the soundness of his 
judgment. For though the British man-of+ 
war sent twenty-four men to protect the 
British and American flags over the Chief 
Justice’s house, they were obliged to with- 
araw later and the American and British 
flags were hauled down. 

In other words, it is useless to raise a 
flag where it cannot be protected. 

As to the report that the German Con- 
aul led the attack of the Mataafa forces, that 
is untrue. American and British residents 
will testify to that, as Mr. Morse, a leading 
American citizen, has testified to in a com- 
munication to Washington. 
Raffel Defends His Acts. 

“The reason the provisional government 
closed the SupFeme Court is thts: The Presi- 
dent of the municipal council: under the 
treaty not only has jocal jurisdiction in the 
municipal district, but ts also Treasurer, ad- 
viser,, and executive officer of the Samoan 
government.

: FORTY-ONE AMERICAN FILIBUSTERS 


FAIL IN THEIR MISSION. 


‘Citizens of the United states Claiming 


to Have Been Part of Roosevelt's 


Reugh Riders at Santiago Return | 


to New Orleans After a Series of Ad- 
ventures. While Fighting in the 
Ranke of General Reyes, the De- 
feated Rebel. 


New Orleans, La., March 8.—[S8pecial.]— 
Tonight at 8 o'clock the steamship Condor 
brought. to this city forty-one men claiming 
to have been part of Roosevelt's Rough 
Rider Regiment at Santiago, who had been 
deported from Bluefields for participation in 
the revolution. They composed the main 
part of the forces of General Reyes, who has 
fled to Bocas del Toro, and are subdivided 
and commanded as follows: Rough Riders, 
by Colonel J. C. Kennedy; Rama Rangers., 
commanded by Colonel C. G. Ausburn; and 
the Plata Scouts, commanded by Captain N. 
P. Hansen. 

They are nearly all Americans, and their 
lives. were spared through the efforts of 
General Reulin, the Nicaraguan commander 
who made_the terms of surrender, agreeing 
to parole them if they would leave the coun- 
try. General Reulin has been deposed from 
his command of the Nicaragua forces for his 
liberality. They explain the failure of the 
revolution in this way: 

The Rough Riders had been sent from 
Bluefielis down to Greytown, and the gun- 
boat San Jacinto was to accompany them, 
landing every once in a while to furnish 
them with provisions while they marched 
along the coast. 

When they reached a place called Monkey 
Point, near Greytown, it was discovered 
that the whole troop was surrounded by 
about 200 Nicaraguan troops under General 
Reulin. They were told General Reyes had 
fied from Bluefields and that they might as 
well surrender. 

They did this and were marched back to 
Blueflelds, and there they found out that

It being conceded by all that the proposal is de- 
sirable, how shall fair rate, legally made and 
charged, be adhered to? It seems necessary to 
this end to secure, first, a sound and fairly ex- 
pressed judgment from the merchants, forwarders, 
and receivers of the country: second, that such 
sentiment be given persistent expression at Wash- 
ington to influence the passage of amended and 
reasonable transportation laws and their execution 


, Subject to law through a national railway com- 
mission; third, that the railway companies shall 


approach these desirable results in a spirit of 
fairness and justice, and that they recognize still 
farther that, transportation being largely a func- 
tion of the government, they shall equally aid in 
forming this desirable triple alliance of merchants, 
government, and railways for the mutual good. 

The final word to be said upon the rate dis- 
crimination problem and its cure is that its solu- 
tion can be assisted and made equitable in opera- 
tion by the authorization of pools; to pass under 
the supervision of the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission, the rates proposed to be charged there- 
under to be attached and made publicly known, 
and to which the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioners shall first assent or give hearings if they 
doubt their equity of charges. This general prop- 
osition was approved in 1894 by eighty-seven of 
the trade bodies of the union, representing twenty- 
three States. 

The next agency of solution I would invoke 
would be a national classification, which I per- 
sonally belleve to be both practicable and desira- 
ble. A further national aid will be to continue 
enlarged and public consular reports, and to that 
end to appoint more business-men as such officers. 

Finally, being a firm believer in our destiny to 
lead the world’s commercial possession, I would 
look to send more ships to sea under our own flag. 
It is a national hardship to have a foreign bottom 
with an American cargo on top. This policy is 
needful not only now but in already contemplated 
carrying splendors of the future. We want to 
believe in our country and public and international 
justice, but let us begin here.

JAMES HOLLIGAN, Chicago, died y 
terday from old age. He was 98 years old. 
The funeral will be held at 10:30 a. m. tomor- 
row from the residence of his daughter, Mrs. 
W. J. Lloyd, 446 Claremont avenue, to St. 
Charles’ Church. Interment will be at Cal- 
vary. Mr. Holligan was born in King’s 
County, Ireland, and when stilla young man 
came to Baltimore.

REPEAL BEET SUGAR BOUNTY. 


Minnesota Legislature Cancels Law 
Which Has Been in Effect 
Since 1895. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 8.— [Special. I— The 
Senate today passed the Batz bill repealing 
the sugar bounty law, which has been in 
effect in Minnesota since 1895. 

The law provided for a bounty of one cent 
per pound on sugar manufactured from 
beets grown in Minnesota. 

After passing the Batz bill the Senate de- 
feated the Knatvold bill, providing for the 
Hmitation of the bounty to $30,000 per 
year, to be divided equally between the 
growers and manufacturers. 


TO TAX CORPORATION STOCK. 


Measure Expected to Yield $1,000,000 
Revenue Favorably Reported in 
Michigan Legislature. 


Lansing, Mich., March 8.—[Special.]—A 
bill was given a favorable report by the 
Special House Committee on Taxation today 
providing for the taxation of the stock of all 
corporations of whatever name or nature. 
It is estimated to yield an annual revenue 
of $1,000,000. Another bill reported favor- 
ably makes it mandatory for Assessors to 
swear every taxpayer toa statement of his 


taxable property.

Wherever there was a cross dog with a 
Don't touch“ sign displayed over it they 
stopped invariably and patted the offensive 
brute on the head till the owner came and 
drove them away. They lavished baby 
talk on 150-pound mastiffs, who growled and 
snarled at them in return, and talked sooth- 
ingly to poodles and Scotch terriers, which 
have made so much noise since their ar- 
rival that everybody in the neighborhood is 
from insomnia. 

ut in spite of the millions of caressi 
words and the thousands of frien ly —— 
and soothing slaps, the dogs cont ed to 
howl and bark and yelp and tug at their 
chains. The dog biscuit was all eaten up 
and the water was all drunk in their basins 
at least six times during the day, and still 
the 581 dogs continued to yelp and vowil as 
if they were being slowly starved to death. 


Good Reasons for Barking. 


One man said the dogs barked because one 
of the exhibiters from Indiana came to the 
show at 9 o'clock in the morning in evening 
dress. Another reason ascribed was that, 
along in the afternoon, a young woman 
stopped in front of a shaggy coated St. Ber- 
nard, bigger than a man, and said: “ Poor 
doggie, does oo fink 00. would like to go 
home?“ when she should have said, Old 
man, are you getting tired of this?“ which 
the dog would have understood. Still an- 
other reason given was that one of the 
visitors wore red shoes and a silk hat. What- 
ever it was, the dogs made more noise thar 
any dog show that was held in Chicago be- 
fore, and unless their owners can devise 
some way of quieting them every dog in the 
show is likely to be wearing red flannel 
around its neck instead of a red or blue rib- 
bon by the time the exhibition ends. 
There are many other points in which this 
year’s dog show surpasses the one given by 
the Mascoutah club last year. There are not 
quite so many dogs, but they are better bred 
and better kept, and there are few freaks 
among them.

MOORES INELIGIBLE AS MAYOR. 


Nebraska Supreme Court Also Decides 
Ex-Mayor Brootch’s Petition 
Is Without Standing. 


Lincoln, Neb., March 8.—The Supreme

Mayoralty contest by dismissing the 
appeal on rehearing of Mayor Frank 
E. Moores, declaring him ineligible 
to hold the office. The court finds 
that ex-Mayor Brootch, who brought the 
proceedings for a writ of ouster, is also in- 
eligible and his petition without standing in 
court.

GRANTS RIGHTS TO RAILWAY. 


Drainage Board Gives Chicago and Des- 
plaines Valley Electric Road Per- 


mission to Lay Tracks. 


At its meeting yesterday the Drainage 
board granted permission to the Chicago and 
Desplaines Valley Electric railway to lay 
tracks over the Sanitary District’s property 
along Lyons road, in the Village of Sunrmit, 
between the Illinois and Michigan Canal 
and the Desplaines River, together with the 
privilege of crossing the main drainage 
channel at Summit. The electric road is to 
pay $165 a year compensation and share 
the expense of keeping the necessary flag- 
men at the bridge. 

McMahon & Montgomery, contractors for 
section O, gave notice that the board's offer 
to settle its claims for extras by the pay- 
ment of 851.338 would not be accepted. 

Vouchers for $49,133 were approved and 
ordered paid. Of this amen. $42,731 was for 
construction work. 

The Law department was 1 to be- 
gin condemnation proceedings against the 
Santa Fé railroad for a strip of land in Le- 
mont needed for right of way purposes. At- 
torney Gilbert submitted the annual report 
of the Law department, showing a total ex- 
penditure of $22,650 during 1898. 

The amount expended for land is $3,156,908. 
It cost the board about 10 per cent of the 
cost of the land for legal fees and court ex- 


penses.

REPRESENTATIVES ‘OF THIRTY- 
FOUR PLANTS IN SESSION HERE. 


Harry Rubens Interested—Headquar- 
ters to Be in New York—Ruamored 
Steel Preject at Youngstown — 


Manufacturers Raise the Price of 


 Broome—Stovemakers to Boost Fig- 
ures Today—Local Coal Dealers Pro- 
fess No Fear of the Trust. 


Representatives of thirty-four large iron 
mills, which include all those west of Pitts 


bur not already absorbed by the American 


Tinplate company or the Nationa! Steel com- 
bine, were in session at the Grand Pacific 


Hotel yesterday for the purpose of forming 


a combination along the lines recently 
adopted by the steel companies. Harry Ru- 
bens of this city, who engineered the brew- 
ery deal taking in the independent brewery 
companies in Chicago and other large eities, 
is promoting the consolidation. Among the 
companies represented are the Brown-Bon- 
nell Iron company, the Andrews Bros. com- 
pany, and the Mahoning Valley company of 


Youngstown, which comprise the 


mills in Youngstown. 


that several coal mines lying along the lines 
of the coal-carrying roads were to be bought 
to prevent competition between the re- 
spective railways and for the purpose of 
securing stability to the prices of coal and 
rates of freight for coal transportation. The 
experience of the last twenty-five or thirty 
years has demonstrated that when railway 
companies go into the mining and selling of 
coal the result generally is disaster.

Schurz during the dinner a great scroll of 
roses, on which was inscribed: To the 
Greatest German-American.” 

L. F. Thoma presided over the banquet. 
Next to Mr. Schurz, who sat on the right, 
were Henry Villard and Professor Kuno 
Francke. On the other hand were Baron 
Speck von Sternburg, August Feigel, Baron 
Herman Emil L. Boaz, George von Skal, and 
Richard Weinacht. The six Jong tables at 
which the diners sat were arranged by let- 
ters so that they spelled Schurz.

It is 
the purpose to clean up everything as far as 
possible prior to the New York meeting. 


% Raise Price of Brooms. 

At the called meeting at the Palmer House 
of the National Broom Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation there were present fifty-four man- 
ufacturers from all parts of the country. 
The cause of the meeting was said to be the 
recent advance in the price of broom corn 
from $90 to $150 a ton made in the Jast nine 
days in two advances of $30 each. The fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That we advance the price of brooms 

cents a dozen on all grades now selling under 

50 a dozen, and that we sell no brooms less 
than §2 a dozen. 

This makes $1 advance over last summer’s 
price, nd another advance is said to be al- 
most certain in the near future. There are 
said to be now in the market but 5,654 tons 
of broomcorn to supply seven months’ de- 
mand, which is declared to be entirely an 
insufficient supply. 

Broomcorn Dealers. 

The broomcorn dealers adjourned without 
deciding on anything definite. A second 
meeting will be called by the interstate 
President within a few weeks. It will be 
held in Chicago, and members of the deal- 
ers’ association forecast an advance from 
$150 to $175 a ton on broomcorn. The crop 
of the present year in sight thus far is not 
more than 6,200 tons, while the ordinary 
crop is from 20,000 to 25,000 tons. 


Stove turers Today. 

Delegates to the meeting of the National 
Association of Stove Manufacturers, which 
opens at the Auditorium Hotel today, are 
arriving inthecity. No secret is made of the 
determination to advance prices. The claim 
is made by several of the delegates that they 
are paying now from 25 to 30 per cent more 
for raw material than a few years ago, and 


that there has not been a corresponding ad- 


vance in the price of stoves. g 


Dealers Talk of Coal Trust. 

The great coal combination which J. Pier- 
pont Morgan of New York is said to have 
formed will not make hard coal prices for 
Chicago, according to the local dealers. Any 
excessive price drives people to using soft 
coal and coke, and the prices for the coming 
season, it is said, will be made by the condi- 
tions of the trade and not by any trust or 
combination. The present high prices are 
accounted for by the scarcity of the product. 

“We have had no advices of this coal 
trust,” said Clarence J. Gray, secretary of 
the Peabody Coal company. “ I hardly think 
it will rule the Chicago market, however, 
even if the report is correct. The coal ter- 
ritory is too vast and the sources of supply 
too many and scattered for one combination 
to take them all in. Just now we are pretty 
short, but that is due to natural causes. We 
look for a good season this year, for times

The justi- 
feation for his sensational conclusion he 
ands in a study of the Santiago campaign. 
The article is a plea for the trained soldier 
as ageinst the politician and the “ sons of 
fathers,” and for the graduates of the West 
Point Military Academy in particular. Force- 
‘gui contention also is made for the recog- 
ton of active youth as against slow-footed 
age. In conclusion Colonel Bacon somewhat 
palllates his first answer by saying: Our 
as a whole is not degenerate. The 
nel of the rank and file is superb. The 
and middle-aged officers positively 
have ho superiors.”’ 

While the article in the main is an imper- 
gonal review of the army with relation to 
hose features that come under his critical 
observation, Colonel Bacon verges on per- 
sonalities sometimes; for instance, when he 
exclaims: 

“What was the matter with the Spanish 
war? Its leaders were stonemasons, some of 
wem of long service.“ And again: What 
was the matter with the army of 18987 A 
gionemason as Secretary of War, a stone- 
mason at the head of each department, and 
stonemasons in command.” By “ stone- 
masons” he explains he means those who 
are to educated military specialists what a 
stonemason is to an architect. Not only were 
the Generals stonemasons.“ but they were 
all too old, he says, none being younger than 
@ years. After stating the army is now 
commanded by superannuated mechanics 
he predicts the larger new army to be created 
will be officered by polfticians’ sons or old 
and worn out politicians who are ready to 
be retired on three-fourths pay. 


Tribute to the Navy. 


He pays a glowing tribute to the navy and 
gives credit for the praise to the Naval 


AcaGdemy at Annapolis, which fitted the 


heroes of the battleships for the laurels they 
won. The late war, he says, demonstrated 
the efficiency of the American navy beyond 
controversy. The naval battles of Manila 
and Santiago were as astonishing as were 
the victories of Napoleon at Marengo and 
Austeriitz. Dewey, he says, displayed 


— audacity, and skill. At Santiago 
ervera sought to escape from the harbor 


at @ moment when he hoped to find the

futes practically was won. Since the 
efvil war, he points out, naval warfare has 
been revolutionized and yet the navy has 
kept pace with the revolution and that not 


by chance. This conclusion he bases on the: 


figures, which show out of 774 line officers 


‘of the navy in 1898 all were academicians 
‘and students and the glory of the victories 


goes back to the Naval Academy. 

He reviews the history of the army, be- 
ginning with the retreat of Hull in 1812, fol- 
lowed by the defeat at Queenstown, when 


the New York militia refused to go to the 


aid of their brothers in distress in full view 
across the river because it would be uncon- 
stitutional ’’ for them to leave the confines 
of their State. The humiliation of the 
capture and the firing of the City of Wash- 
ington by English troops followed, although 
they were opposed in their march on the 


capital by twice their number of American 


militia. No scandal was found in the man- 


‘agement of the army in the Mexican war, he 


Says, because it really was fought by the 
regulars, who numbered only 27 per cent 
of the forces and lost 60 per cent of those 


who fell. 


Mistakes of the Civil War. 
Colonel Bacon then adverts to the early 


days of the civil war, which he says were! 


characterized by the mistakes of ignorant 
levies and junior officers. ‘‘ The poor sheep.“ 
he says, who were pushed o 
the first battle of Bull Run scarcely knew 
the dangerous end of a gun. But the 
poor sheep’ of 1861 became, under efficient 
leadership, the heroes of 6. The 
Commissary and Quartermaster’s depart- 
ments were conducted without scandal It 
took some time to teach the Yankee how to 
ride a horse, but what magnificent cavalry 
followed at the heels of young ‘ Phil’ Sheri- 
dan in 1804.“ 

On both sides in the civil war there were 
Scientific leaders, he says, and while the 
South had fewer resources it had the advan- 
tage of fighting on the defensive. Withraw 
levies on both sides hardened into veterans 
and leadership equal the heavier battalions 
Of the North won. If Napoleon had had a 
corps of the bronzed heroes who passed in 
Teview before President Johnson he could 
Rave reversed fate at Waterloo and all 
Burope might. have been France today.“ 

Colonel. Bacon quotes Sir Archibald Ali- 
Son in his History of Europe as com- 
menting on the worthless character of our 
Tew troops and the magnificent fighting ma- 
trial they developed when instructed and 
@isciplined. Alison advises Great Britain, 
in the event of another war with the United 
States, to throw suddenly a large force into 
the seaports of this country “ and by a suc- 
Session of quick, stunning blows humiliate 
thé Americans and make them sue for peace 
before they have time to prepare for war.“ 
Colonel Bacon adds that with its ocean grey- 
hounds England could carry out this pro- 


ram, “and our experience in the Spanish 


War indicates how serious might have been 


dur position had we confronted a well fed 


and well organized foe.” 


Civil vs. Spanish War. 

Credit for the achievements of the army 
the North in the civil war Colonel Bacon 
Sives to leaders who, he says, were young, 
Vgorous, and highly educated military ex- 
birts. It was they who made the splendid 
Amy and made it out of the crudest ma- 
terial possible. In 1861 the United States 
Was comparatively a nation of farmers, with 
ftw faciories, little commerce, and less 
credit. In 1809 “we are the richest nation 
of the world, with money and credit to 
spare.” There are thousands of well drilled 
Sational guardsmen, hundreds of competent 
hattalion commanders and thousands of com- 
Petent drill masters, North and South stand 
shoulder to shoulder, and the military spirit, 
he says, isin the air. He continues. |

are as poorly equipped as any second rate 
nation of the globe. Our regular army is 
superb, but too small to be noticed. Our 
National Guard, in some States, is excellent; 
| in others poor. In nearly all of them it is 
controlled by politics, not by the rules of 
war. Its marked weakness is in its higher 
officers, many bf whom have never dreamed 
of any military literature other than the drill 
regulations, and consider that military or- 
ganization the best which presents the most 
gorgeous appearance on a Decoration day 
parade, and receives the most applause from 
children and nurses. The National Guard 
gives us, however, an enormous advantage 
over our condition in 61. in that so large 
a proportion of its officers and men are com- 
petent to drill volunteers and to become ex- 
cellent subaltern officers. National guards- 
men have, as a rule, considerable preliminary 
military knowledge, but little discipline, 
which latter is a growth and cannot be ac- 
quired suddenly. Discipline consists in obey- 
ing orders without thinking, automatical- 
ly, as from a confirmed habit; like character, 
it takes time for Velopment. 

g. In relation to the third military re- 
source, a corps of highly educated military 
‘specialists, the United States is admitted to 
have the finest in the world in the graduates 
of its Military Academy. No other nation 
has any institution that pretends to rival 
our national school. | 


Making a Great General. 

"4. The fourth military resource, a mil- 
itary genius for a commander, can only be 
developed by emergencies. ‘The poet is 
born, not made’; but great Generals are 
both born and made. It takes years of con- 
scientious study to develop a born military 
genius into even a fair General. They are 
never developed except from among edu- 
cated military Specialists. This new Amer- 
ican race, this race of inventors, is not want- 
ing in military geniuses from which to 
choose a competent commander, as will 
hereinafter appear. 

It will be noticed that I have given tothe 
United States the first rank as a military 
nation in all respects except disciplined bat- 
talions. ‘Natural military resources mean 
nothing unless battalions are disciplined: 
for undisciplined men are mere mobs, a 
source of weakness, not strength. Natural 
military resources and well-disciplined bat- 
talions combined mean little unless there are 
highly educated officers to command the 
larger subdivisions of the army and in the 
staff departments. And no matter how 
great the military resources, how abundant 
the well-disciplined battalions, how numer- 
ous the military specialists in the 
several staff departments, they will ail 
be as children in the hands of a giant, liko 
Rome's half-million of stalwart sons in the 
presence of a Hannibal, if our armies be out- 
generaled. 

“IT am aware that most people will resent 
the idea that one man can be of more im- 

to his country than all its other re- 
sources combined; but most people do not 
know that there is such a thing as a science 
of war—the most important and most dif- 
cult of all sciences, a science that not only 
has its own specialties in strategy and tac- 
tics, logistics and military engineering, but 
utilizes and subordinates all other known 
sciences. The history of the world em- 
phasizes the ‘ one man’ idea. : 

Emphasizes “‘ One Man Idea. 

The fate of war does not always depend 
upon the weight or discipline of a nation’s 
battalions. It as often depends upon the 
genius and learning of one man; and I wish 
to emphasize and illustrate this one man’ 
idea—the fact that one highly educated 
military specialist is often of far greater 
value to his country than disciplined 
armies. Space does not permit me even to 
mention the names of the greatest Gen- 
erals, all of whom were literary and scien- 
tific soldiers, whose biographies are largely 
the history of the world, and whose victories 
were the triumphs of Individual genſuses. 
A single illustration must suffice.”’ 
Colonel Bacon then reviews the triumph 
of Hannibal’s science, supplemented by only 
26.000 hireling soldiers, over three large 
Roman armies representing brute force and 
discipline, and says: 
„With an incompetent leader, the best 
troops are helpless. When a campaign goes 
wrong, it is one man that is to blame, if he 
has been given all the powers that rightfully 
delong to a commander.” 
He notes that all the greatest soldiers 
have been young men, Alexander’s active 
military career extending from 18 to 33, 
Hannibal’s from 13 to 47, Cesar’s 40 to 55, 
Gustavus’ 16 to 38, Frederick's 28 to 51, 
Napoleon's 27 to 46. 
“Bvery prominent General of the civil 
war, I think,“ he says. was, in 1861, under 
45 years of age, excepting General Lee, who 
was 54. I know of no Major General in the 
recent Spanish war who was under 60 years 
of age. The first axiom of war is action. 
action, action!’ I have no recollection of 
any great General in an active campaign 
who was over 60.“ He continues: 
“Tt is simply suicidal to place the com- 
mand of active armies in the hands of an 
old man.

ural genius is not enough. War is both an 
art and a science. Every great General of 
history has been an educated soldier and a 
military specialist. Especially in these mod- 
ern times theory and practice must go hand 


in hand; and years of ardent study are none 


too long to fit a ‘ born genius’ for active 
service. No one-would think of putting a 
born mechanic’ in charge of the intricate 
engines of a battleship, even though he were 
a tireless stump speaker, unless he were an 
educated engineer. Yet naval engineering 
may be taught ina year ortwo; whileit takes 
a lifetime of study to acquire the ‘ military 
habit and to be competent to exercise an 
independent command. To appoint an ex- 
perienced natural born genius ’—that is, a 
politician, or his son—to command a battle- 
ship or a regiment is to be guilty as accessory 
to wholesale murder. I say regiment; for by 
the term ‘ General’ we must include who- 
ever is called upon to exercise an independent 
command. While any officer may, a Colonel 
of a regiment is expected to, find himself in 
that responsible position in frequent emer- 
gencies. Therefore, he should possess all 
the knowledge necessary to keep his com- 
mand in health, strength, and good nature, 
to move it with celerity, and to fight it with 
confidence; and to his technical knowledge 
must be adaed tact and that force of char- 
acter which commands respect and inspires 
enthusiasm in his troops. 


Stonemasons and Architects. 

Before finally answering the question, 
Is ouf army degenerate?’ let me give a 
further illustration. The great cathedrals 
of Europe were centuries in building. Gen- 
erations of master masons chiseled the 
stones faultlessly, fathers teaching their 
sons. But when a new cathedral was pro- 
jected no stonemason, even though he had 
excelled at his art for fifty years, was se- 
lected to draw the plans: an architect was 
chosen who had spent his time in school 
studying theories. So in war, experience in 
subaltern positions does not fit an officer for 
independent command. He is but a stone- 
mason, not an architect; and architects in 
war must have wide learning in science, lit- 
erature, and art. If a stonemason becomes 
an architect it is in spite of his trade, not by 
reason of it. pee 

What was the trouble in the Spanish 
war? Its leaders were stonemasons, some 
of them of long service; but they were not 
educated architects. After the civil war 
the most active and ambitious officers re- 
turned to civil life and won fresh laurels. 
Others, if they had sufficient political influ- 
ence, received commissions in the regular 
service; and for thirty-three years they drew 
their pay and breathed, and gained rank 
by merely living, until, in 1898, they were at 
the heads of armies and departments. Had 


the Spanish war become serious all of these | 


old men would have dropped out, as sud- 
denly as did the veterans of '45 after the 
first battle of Bull Run. Toward the close 
of the civil war, after the nation had had 
the discipline of defeat, every commander 
of an army and of a department was a grad- 
uate of the Military Academy; and the war 
was conducted by the General commanding 
in the field, not by politicians in Washing- 
ton presuming to know more about war by 
intuition than their Generals did by educa- 
tion and experience combined. 


Progress of the Army. 

In 1866 the army was reorganized on a 
peace footing; and we learn from the Army 
Register of Jan. 1, 1867, that out of 2,367 
General, field, and line officers of the regular 
army only 408, or 17 per cent, were graduates 
of the military academy. And even this 
small percentage included more than 100 
cadets graduated in 1865 and 1866, after the 
war was over. The civilian spirit dominated; 
and regiments were so subdivided, and com- 
panies so scattered, that commanding offi- 
cers could exert but little personal influence. 

It was not until the 80s that the younger 
element became numerous enough, ex- 
perienced enough, and brave enough to 
make themselves felt. The literary and in- 
dustrious spirit seized the young officers. 
The military servicé institution and in- 
fantry and cavalry schools were founded; 
and field maneuvers and target- practice 
were established. The army was too small 
for practice in strategy; but the strategy 
game of ‘Kriegspiel’ became popular. 
Essays on strategy in all its branches be- 
came a fad; and the younger officers drilled 
by day and studied by night. I believe it fair 
to say that the majority of our officers under 
45 years of age are today the most highly 
educated and accomplished military 
strategists in the world; they only lack an 
opportunity to demonstrate their theories. 
Like Napoleon before the Italian campaigns, 


unknown to fame, they have spent years in 


the study of theart of war; literally lying on 
their maps, working out every conceivable 
military problem that might be presented, 
and awaiting the opportunity that finally 
came to Napoleon. I have no hesitation in 
making the prophecy that, should a similar 
emergency arise, hundreds of our young 
officers would appear as fully equipped mil- 
itary geniuses of inestimable value to their 
country. 


Non-Graduates in 1898. 


“But in the war of 1898 young men and 
educated soldiers had no opportunity. Ex- 
cepting the engineer and o ce corps, 
which took little active part in the struggle, 
every head of a department was a non-grai- 
uate. At the beginning of the war, of the 
six Brigadiers all were non-graduates. Of 
the three Major Generals only one-was a 

and he was shelved, as it was 
thought, in the Philippines. But it tran- 
aspired that his was the only campaign of the 
war conducted with science and without 
adverse criticism. His men were well fed, 
well cared for, well clothed, and skillfully 
handled 8,000 miles away from his base of 
supplies. It is almost needless to say that 
he insisted on having educated subordinates 
in the higher commands and important staff 
positions.” 

Colonel Bacon then gives figures to show 
that only one of the eighteen volunteer Major 
Generals of the Spanish army was an acade- 
mician taken from the army. There were 
three others, old men, taken from civil life. 


* 


Of the seventy-two Brigadiers only twenty- 
three were graduates, and of the forty-one 
field officers of the regular regiments before 
Santiago only four were graduates. Nearly 
all of the staff appointees were civilians, and 
in the departments where the most scandal 
arose—the commissary and quartermaster's 
—it was also true. Out of 121 new officers 
in the quartermaster’s department seventy- 
nine were from civil life, and out of 115 new 
appointments in the commissary depart- 
ment ninety-two were of civilians. At the 
close of the civil war, he says, there were 
one General, one Lieutenant General, five 
Major Generals, and ten Brigadiers, and all 
were graduates except two of the Brigadiers. 
When the Spanish war broke out only one 
general officer in the regular army was a 
graduate. 

“An examination of the rosters,’’ Colonel 
Bacon says, shows that the recent war was 
led by stone masons; the battles were won 
by the Captains, who were architects. In 
the war of 61 all heads of departments (ex- 
cept the Medical department) were gradu- 
ates; in the war of 98 all heads of depart- 
ments (except those of engineering and ord- 
nance) were non-graduates: What con- 
trasts in their records! 

What was the matter with the army of 
1898? A stone mason as Secretary of War, a 
stone mason as the head of each department, 
and stone masons in command. Why does the 
government spend a fortune on the educa- 
tion of each of its military architects, and, 
when he offers his services in time of war, 
ignore him and take up inexperienced 
‘ fathers‘ sons instead? It is politics, not 
war. There were hundreds of West Point 
graduates, with wide experience in the army 
and National Guard, who tendered their 
services time and again, but were ignored 
because they were not backed by a political 
boss. The establishment of the Military 
Academy was recommended by Washington 
and was founded in 1802. Our own and for- 
eign military critics, as I have said, pro- 
nounce it to be the best scientific military 
school in the world. Why does the govern- 
ment expend so much money on it each year 
if its graduates are not utilized, if one may 
become a great soldier by merely possessing 
the friendship of a Senator? ‘ 


Officers of New Army. 


Our army is to be suddenly increased to 
100,000 men. Who will be the new officers? 
Politicians’ sons, of course, or old, worn- 
out politicians ready to be retired on three- 
fourths pay for life. What will be the result 
in the next war? Disaster, of course, until 
young men, brainy men, educated specialists, 
arg put to the front. We have an abundance 
of the best officers in the world, and they 
should be utilized where their technical 
knowledge and enthusiasm can be felt. Our 
government should know that the bare fact 
that a man can ride a staid old carthorse 
without falling off does not fit him to com- 
mand a regiment any more than freedom 
from seasickness on a ferryboat fits a man 
to command the Oregon. No one should be 
permitted to hold the position of General or 
Colonel or to serve on any division or brigade 
staff in the regular army unless he be a grad- 
uate of the Military Academy or have shown 
special fitness during years of army service 
and have passed a rigid examination in strat- 
egy, tactics, logistics, and military engineer- 
ing at least—the foundation stones of mili- 
tary learning. 

It is worse than a blunder, it is, as I have 
said, a crime to put thousands of precious 
lives under the command of an uneducated 
soldier, no matter how experienced and 
efficient as a subaltern, for the trade of stone 
mason does not fit a man for the profession 
of architect. The code of ethics inculcated 
at West Point does not permit officers to seek 
self-advancement through private or indirect 
channels, They are, therefore, practically 
unknown to their political rulers, who are 
surrounded by self-seekers. The public is 
equally ignorant of actual conditions, and, 
as officers in the service are not permitted to 
| speak for themselves, it is high time that 
dome one should speak for them. 

These are scientific times. War is the 
most scientific of professions, and if we wish 
Manilas on the land we must equip our regi- 
ments as skillfully as we do our battleships. 


Censures Bureau System. 


Jam aware that individuals usually get 
the blame for the results of bad methods, 
and that the real censure should rest upon 
our bureau system, which is not only bad, 
but ridiculous. Who can imagine Cesar 
winning victories over the Helvetii by ad- 
vancing the right wing instead of the left, 
in obedience to a message from a strategy 
board in Rome, or delaying his expedition 
into Britain while the Senate quarreled 
over the selection of his Quartermaster and 
Commissary Generals, chosen for life, and 
independent of the General commanding, 
and who might or might not favor him with 
transportation and supplies. Why a ridicu- 
lous system of independent staff bureaus 
for the army, while the navy escapés this 
affliction? Is one less technical or scientific 
than the other? Who, pray, has changed 
the laws of war on land, and left them un- 
changed at sea? 

“Our army as a whole is not degenerate. 
e personnel of the rank and file is

. The younger and middle-aged of- 
ficers positively have no supériors. Give 
the young men a chance, give the architects 
a chance, and we shall see our new army 
| of 100,000 men tactically as perfect as 
Frederick's, and maneuvered as scientifical- 
ly as Napoleon’s. 

„Our navy is perfection because all its 
officers are scientific sailors. Did it make 
our politicians seasick to ride a horse, our 
army would be equally favored and equally 
efficient. It is the politicians who are de- 
generate. The Naval Academy is the 
mother of the navy; the Military Academy 
is the stepmother of the army. The one re- 
veres its mother and follows her precepts; 
the other, unable to comprehend its step- 
mother, is jealous of her influence. The 
difference is seen in the scientific maneuvers 
before Santiago on the sea and in the hap- 
hazard maneuvers around it on the land. 
Utilize our scientific officers, 
have a scientific army.“

UNKNOWN COUNT IS MENTIONED IN 
VON BIEDENFELD TRIAL. 


Baron, Under Cross-Examination, 
Talks of Partnership with Strange 
Nobleman~—Tells Again the Story of | 
Killing McDonald and Grows 
cited Under Hot Fire of Questions— 
Defense Rests After Hearing Char- 
acter Witnesses. 


All the while as the evidence has been 
adduced in the trial of Baron von Bieden- 
feld the name of “Count” de Bruyn has 
been mentioned. Witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion as well as witnesses for the defense 
have mentioned “the Count.” When the 
Baron took the stand on Tuesday in his own 
defense he spoke of him, and again yester- 
day, while under the cross-fire of questions 
from Assistant State’s Attorney Smith, he 
mentioned the name again, but when the 
prisoner left the stand late in the afternoon 
the Count de Bruyn was a more mys- 
terious personage in court than before. 

It was brought out that the Baron was a 
business partner of the Count; that the 
Baron was invited to the Berry Detective 
agency, and a week later the business part- 
nership of the Baron and the Count” was 
at an end; added the Baron yesterday, “I 
turned over ten or twelve pieces of property 
to De Bruyn. “! 

Following this transachon between the 
two noblemen, Charles Be of the Berry 
Detective Agency became a business partner 
of the Count.“ Once on the stand the | 
Baron quoted McDonald as telling him that } 
Berry was trying to rob the Count,“ and 
that McDonald added he would stop Berry 
from doing it. Later than that meeting the 
Baron said McDonald charged him with 
„ knocking him to Berry and causing him 
to lose his job as superintendent of the 
agency, and that is what appears in the 
evidence as McDonald's motive for enmity 
against the Baron. 4 

After the dissolution of partnership be- 
tween the Baron and De Bruyn and the sup- 
planting of the Baron by Berry, all three 
continued to be good friends, the Baron 
testified. At one time he said Berry loaned 
him $800 when he was almost penniless. 
Again, when he was in jail, Berry came to 
him and offered him aid and comfort. Berry 
did not appear as a witness and no one told 
the story of the Count.“ 


Baron Under Cross-Examination. 

It was 3 o’clock in the afternoon when the 
cross-examination of Von Biedenfeld was 
ended. He had been on the stand an entire 
court day, and that is a long time when 
Judge Gary is presiding, despite the pretty 
repartee and pleasant quips that come from 
the lips of the court at intervals. 

Several times the Baron became nettled 
and irascible, but his chief counsel, Mr. For- 
rest, was always quick to jump into thering 
and see that his man got his full nine sec- 
onds before rising. Sometimes Mr. Forrest 
stopped the onslaughts of the prosecutor by 
ready objections. Once he objected to the 
manner in which the expression on Mr.

A ‘little more testimony bearing on the 
movements of McDonald immediately before 
he was killed was adduced from the prisoner. 

When he got directly in front of me,” 
said the Baron, he said: Tou called mea 
coward.’ I said I didnot. While saying this 
he was unbuttoning his undercoat. When 
he had finished his hands fell to his sides. 
Les, you did call me a coward,’ he repeated, 
and added: ‘ What are you going to do 
about it? At that instant he put his right 
hand back toward his hip. I was eyeing 
him with my hand on my revolver. As he 
made the motion I shot. Then he raised his 
hand upward as if to get it to the top of his 
pistol pocket, and I fired the second time.” 

How were you watching him?’ 

“I was watching his hand.“ 

What else did McDonald do at that mo- 

ment?“ 

He turned his right side further away 

from me.“ 

„What did the others in the saloon do

The Baron has been by far his own best 
witness. He testified that McDonald had 
whispered to him a minute or so before the 
killing: “I’ve got you now,” and later 
made a threatening motion. 


Do Not Show Cause for Enmity. 

No testimony was adduced that offered to 
show the bottom of McDonald’s enmity 
toward the prisoner. No one testified even 
indirectly on this point but the defendant. 
No testimony has been adduced to show the 
cause of the reputed enmity of the Baron 
against the decedent. 

When the Baron, apparently tired and 
dissatisfied, left the stand he was followed 
by other reputation witnesses. W. XK. 
Lowry, an Evanston lawyer, and B. L. 
Coolidge, a real estate clerk, testified that 
McDonald wae a bad and dangerous man. 
Sam O'Neill, a Deputy Sheriff, testified that 
McDonald was a bad man and dangerous 
when drinking. Joseph A. Thomas, former- 
ly Lieutenant of Police at the Cottage 
Grove Avenue Station, and H. D. Stefford, 
also an ex-policeman, said McDonald was 
bad and dangerous. Policeman Peter Fitz- 
patrick offered some testimony contradict- 
ing Barkeeper Blankenhorn and the defense 
rested, reserving the right to call one more 
witness who would tell of bullets in 
McDonald's revolver. 

Testify in Rebuttal. 

Immediately the prosecution began offer- 
ing rebuttal testimony. E. J. Smith, a bar- 
keeper at the Leland Hotel, testified that 
McDonald was a quiet and peaceable man, 
and that was his reputation. Inspector John 
D. Shea said McDonald was a quiet and 
peaceable man, and that he believed his 
general reputation was good.

FTER many years of floating about, 


now in plain view, now out of sight 


in the sea of popular favor, it isa 
pleasure to have the Poems of 
Richard Realf in a pleasant vol- 
ume, well printed and bound, by the Funk & 
Wagnalls company. Colonel Richard J. Hin- 
ton, for many a memorable year comrade 
and friend to the poet, has contributed a 


prefatory memoir. This is almost a model. 


of its kind, setting forth the life of Realf 
with all desirable detail, omitting nothing 
that will conduce to an understanding of his 
character whether it be of good or ill re- 
pute, yet all with a sympathy and compre- 
hengion that the reader is bound to make his 
own. 

Hiow filled with promise, how near to full 
achievement this life was, it would require 
the full space taken by Colonel Hinton to 
Gisclose. Realf was an Englishman by 
birth, and something of the fatality of 
genius was his from infancy. He was edu- 
eated out of what Erglishmen call his 
“ station in lite,“ and then blamed for the 
fact into exile with his kinsfolk across the 
water. He was born June 14, 1834. He came 
to America in April, 1855, when political 
matters had taken fire from the ardor of the 
abolitionists. From the placidity of English 
country life he plunged into rescue and mis- 
gion work in the infamous Five Points in 
New York.

LUDLOW APPEALS TO CHARITY. 


Governor of Havana Says People of 
United States Must Help Feed 
the Starving. 


New York, March 8.—Brigadier General 
Ludlow, Governor of Havana, has written a 
lengthy letter to a local paper appealing for 
assistance for Cuban charities. 

In this department,“ writes the Governor, 
‘‘ which includes the City of Havana and its 
suburbs, the destitute drawing rations ap- 
proximate 20,000, who must for the present 
be fed or permitted to starve. A general 
proportion of the destitute are women and 
children.” 

To meet the needs of these women Gen- 
eral Ludlow suggests that an association 
of women in the States might take account 
of the matter and perfect arrangements by 
which the institution should be otherwise 
maintained than as a temporary military 
exigency.” | 

The Governor concludes by saying that 
Mrs. Ludlow, who has taken a strong in- 
terest in the matter, would be glad to re- 
ceive any communications on the subject or 
such contributions of food, clothing, or 
money as might be forwarded.

There are episodes in his life which have 
‘no place in such a summary as this, but the 
important fact at this time is his enlist- 
ment in the Bighty-eighth Illinois Volunteer 
Infantry and his gallant service through 
the war. He was a natural soldier, and his 
promotions came from his unmistakable 
courage and acts of gallantry in the face of 
the most determined enemy ever faced by 
civilized troops. It is well to cid@e any de- 
tailed account of his life with this, Ric 1a 
Realf's highest point of achievement in the 
world of action. 

The war ended, like many another brave 
soldier he fitted ill into the days of peace. 
He was unhappy in his married life—that 
finality of unhappiness for which the suffer- 
ing soul can only look to igs own unsatisfied 
yearnings for consolation. The story is not 
a pleasant one, and Colonel Hinton does his 
duty by telling the facts and throwing the 
poet on the mercy of his readers. On Oct. 
28, 1878, self-administered poison took Rich- 

rd Realf from the world, and he was buried 
je the local post of the Grand Army of the 
Republic in San Francisco, where his later 
years were spent. 

Tt was a short fife and far from a merry 
one, over Which charity will extend its pur- 
ple ven as the years go on. If he did wrong, 
he suffered to the full; and the concluding 
cup of bitterness which it was his to drink 
alone may well serve as expiation. This is 
the concluding stanza of the poem, begin- 
ning with the quotation, “‘ De mortuis nil 
nisi bonum which he wrote after he had 
taken the lethal draft: 

So he died rich. And if his eyes were blurred 

With big films—silence! he isin his grave. 
Greatly he suffered; greatly, too, heerred; 

Yet broke his heart in trying to be brave. 

Nor did he walt till Freedom had become 

The popular shibboleth of courtiers’ lips; 

He emote for her when God himself seemed dumb, 
„ And all his arching skies were in eclipse. 
He was aweary, but he fought his fight, " 

And stood for simple manhood; and was joyed 
Te Wee the august broadening ot the light. f

He loved his fellows, and their love was sweet— 
Mont daisies at his head and at his feet. 


‘There are few things in literature more 
pathetic than the break in the sentiment 
made by the last une of this notable poem. 
Death had already laid hands upon him, 
and for a moment the gallant soul prayed 
for loving memory—the vivid afterglow 
which follows the setting of life's sun, when 
man finds brief immortality in the hearts of 
his friends. 

As for the body of verse by which Richard 
Realf is to find the longer life that follows 
the printed word, it is such as one could 
well argue from the facts in his life as dis- 

closed in the foregoing paragraphs. A brave 
man who loved freedom well enough to im- 
peril his life for it in the bitter days that led 
up to the war between the States did some- 
thing that the world will yet find useful in 
obtaining a larger share of liberty for itself. 

Such lines as these, from Justice or 
Trade? will never die until every citizen 
of the republic is in possession of the vast 
heritage of freedom, independence, and op- 

tunity which the forefathers believed 
y had provided: 

Than this no further, I am afeared. 

I see an infinite waiting; 

I see an Infinite Terror reared ; 

I see a people hesitating 
Between a narrowing shibboleth | 
Ahd a cry that climbs to the sapphire portals, 
Between low pacts that are crammed with death 
And a covenant with the Immortals. 


For God's dread tongues of terrible fire, 
_ Bating the darkness that plucked our vitals, 
cast us prone in the hungry mire, 
A-choke with agony—what requitals? 
Rehold in lowliest human guise | 
The Master standeth; the hour is going; 
We book With straight, incredulous eyes; 
ur false lips move, and the cock iscrowing. — 
Though Colonel Hinton has little to say of 
it, Richard Realf livéd a part of his life in 
Chicago, where he is still remembered asa 
gracious and winning personality by many 
of the older newspaper men. He has left a 
memorial ‘of his affiliations and sympathy 
with the oppressed in his glowing verses to 
David Swing, too long to be given here in 
full, but beginning: ; 
For souls like thine, coined of creative fire, 
Electric with quick instincts—it is hard 
To endure the fool, the Pharisee, the liar, , 
The sooffs and jeers of little lives on guard 
Against the lifting Savior; terrible 
tread most sovran indignaticn down 
With still more sovran pity—to annul 
The wrong as though !t were not, and to crown 
Man-hating with Christ-loving: bitter as death 
To keep calm lips closed over burning breath 
And make the clenched fist reverence the will 
That holds the tingling fibers in restraint.

There is an abundance and to spare of 
poetic fire, and a mastery of materials that 
bespeaks the poet by birth. So long as there

On 
the contrary, it is a club that as far as for- 
eigners are concerned is one of the least 
exclusive in London. It is the club par ex- 
cellence of the minor fry of the foreign 
diplomatic corps in London, to the members 
of which it opens its doors wide. 

The staffs of the legations of the Balkan 
States of Europe and of the Central Amer- 
ican and South American republics are fre- 
quently recruited from among young men 
who are uniitted for assoelation with men 
cf honor. Not only do diplomats of this 
class obtain ready access through their 
official positions to the St. James’ club, but 
they likewise find means of introducing their 
friends and former associates who are fre- 
quently foreigners of the most disreputable 
description. 

In this manner the St. James’ club fre- 
quently finds that it has been extending its 
courtesy to strangers who are unworthy cf 
the honor, and more than once in recent 
years has it become the scene of discreditabio 
card transactions. 

There are few Levantines visiting London 
who do not manage to obtain either tem- 
porary or permanent membership of the 
club, and among the adventurers subsc- 
quently unmasked who have been on the 
roster of the club have been the soidisant 
Count Jaracewski, popularly known as 
“Sherry and Whisky.“ who was subse«- 
quently exposed by Lord Hastings, and the 
Levantine card sharper, Libri Pasha,“ 
who was exposed and driven out of London 
by Henry Labouchere, 

In fact, the club is one whose former 
glories have departed, and even its cuisine 
once so famous is now about fourth rate. 
The Baring influence, I may add, has always 
been strong at this club, and I should imag- 
ine that no one who kept a bank account 
at Barings, or who had a letter of credit 
on the firm, or who was connected in a com 
mercial sense with any of its ventures, would 
have the slightest difficulty in obtaining ad- 
mission to the St. James’. rie 

All the really smart and aristocratic mem- 
bers of the foreign diplomatic corps in Lon- 
don make a point of avoiding the St. James’ 
and secure admission to clubs such as the 


all the Travelers, 

The latter is the most exclusive club in 
London, which is both in its domestic and 
foreign membership as select as it was on 
the day of its foundation, just eighty years 
ago. It occupies the picturesque building 
between the site of the Athenz#um and the 
Reform in Pall Mall, and to have secured ad- 
mission thereto may always be considered 
in the light of a social triumph, especialiy 
valuable when it falls to the lot of a for- 
eigner.

BARS OUT MOTOR CARTS. 


SOUTH PARK BOARD REFUSES FRAN- 
CHISE FOR AUTOMOBILES, 


Attempt of Company to Secure Dxelu- 
sive Right to Run Horweless Car- 
riages for Pay in the Boulevards 
Faile—Commission ers Choose Joseph 
Donnersberger for President—La 
Rabida Yacht Club Secures Permia- 
sion to Build a Small Clubhouse. 


The South Park Commissioners went on 
record unanimously yesterday the 
granting of franchises to horseless carriage 
companies for the use of parks and boule- 
vards. 

At a regular meeting of the South Park 
board Simeon D. Haskell presented a peti- 
tion signed by over 300 persone residing in or 
adjacent to the boulevard system asking 
right of way for an automobile company, of 
which he is the head, to operate twenty or 
more automobile vehicles in the boulevards 
and parks. 

Mr. Haskell spoke in glowing terms of hie 
scheme, saying the people who now resided 
in streets adjoining the boulevards are com- 
pelled to go down-town in private carriages, 
as the streetwars are toocrowded. The 
vehicles, he said, were to be of the fi 
bufld and finish, with sofe rubber tires, that 
would not wear out the pavement. The 
charge for a ride over the boulevard system, 
he said, would be not over 25 cents, and 
commutation tickets giving ten rides for a 
dollar would be sold. The compensation of- 
fered to the commission was 10 per cent of 
the gross receipts, if exclusive right of way 
was given. The backers of the company 
are Stmeon Haskell and James 8. Shortle. 
J. E. Otis is the attorney. 

In refusing the grant the commisstoners 
gaid that no concessions of any sort had 
ever been made by the board and the rule 
would not be broken now. President Don- 
nersberger, moreover, stated that letters op- 
posing the scheme had poured into his office. 
One was read from H. N. Higinbotham 
saying the machines would frighten the 
horses and cause accidents. 

Mr. Haskell tried to induce the commis- 
sioners to take the matter under considera- 
tion, but they refused to doso. Theconces- 
sion was refused by an unanimous vote 
Mr. Haskell said he would bring the mat- 
ter up again. He said he was confident of
